Tn the defcription of the Gryllus migratorius, or 
wandering locuft, defcribed ina former number of 
the prefent work, I mentioned a fpecies of far fu- 
perior magnitude, which, together with others of 
the genus, is frequently ufed as an article of food in 

the 


the Eaftern nations. This fpecies is now reprefented 
in its natural fize. Its general color is a brownifh 
green, fometimes red, varied with dufky fpots and 
marks: the legs incline much to red: the under 
wings are in fome fpecimens reddifh; in others of 
a pale brown, with numerous arrow-fhaped blackifh 
or greenifh fpots.
